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obtained, the United States Cordage -Com- 
pany does not appear to have provided the 
money for its July interest yet. Those close 
to the company say that the managers are 
confident ot being able to do so prior to the 
time of payment. They hope to do it in 
some other way than a funding of coupons, 
possibly by a change in the company’s or- 
ganization. The bonds have weakened 
jJargely through sales on the part of banks 
holding them. 

Shareholders will examine the report of 
the Lamson Consolidated Store Service Com- 
pany for the year ending March 31 with a 
deal of interest. In it appears the changes 
wrought by the reduction of its capital 
stock from $4,000,000 to $2,000,000 and the 
elimination of the fictitious elements from 
its previous valuation of patent and plant 
items. By this change the plant valuation 
was marked down by 41,166,433, or about two- 
thirds, and the patents by $476,112, or about 
one-half. The surplus reported on April 1, 
1894,. amounted to $851,646, and this was 
drawn upon to the amount. of $350,049 to 
further reduce this patent item to $140,567. 
Patents, therefore, stand at the present 
time at 14.5 per cent. of the value attributed 
to them a year ago, and plants at 31 per 
cent. of that previous valuation. Here, 
then, is a shrinking of 85% per cent. in 
patents and 69 per cent. in stations, which 
eertainly speaks well for the thorough man- 
ner in which the managers of the com- 
pany have gone to work to put the affairs 
of thé corporation upon a conservative 
basis. Eliminating the patent itetn alto- 
gether, and deducting the outstanding bonds 
and accounts payable, and the assets re- 
maining are yet within $57,000 of the par 
value of the $2,000,000 capital stock. And 
$357,950 of this capital stock is still in the 
treasury of the company. The patent item, 
therefore, cuts a small figure in the balance 
sheet of the company. The great gain this 
is stockholders must appreciate, with the 
competition that is springing up in this 
line of business, 

The business of the past year has been 
light. Net earnings fell off $86,728. The net, 
$128,181, however, is equivalert to 6.96 per 
cent. on the totai capital stock, and to 8.4 
per cent. on the $1,642,050 stock outstanding, 
on which it is obliged to pay dividends 
only.

The. excitement in the West has been 
again quite intense. Competition for the new 
clip is keen and extreme prices are being 
paid. That is, prices that appear extreme in 
view of the condition of affairs here. 

In all of the Territories, Utah, Wyoming, 
Tdaho, Montana and the others, prices are 
being paid that are equal to a cost of 30 
cents clean. The wool costs here in many 
cases 31 and 32 cents per pound, and would 
have to be sold for more to give the dealer 
a profit. 

In Texas some of the shorter wools have 
been sold at equal to 28 cents clean here, 
but the larger staple wools would cost 30 
cents or more, 

What is true of Texas is also true of Cali- 
fornia. 

In Kentucky buyers are paying 15 cents 
for round lots. This would mean a cost 
here for one-quarter and_ three-elghths 
blood of 18 cents. The wool could not be 
sold here today at.17 cents, even for the very 
best of, ity ; 

Cold weather in Michigan has stopped 
shearing, and from Ohio and Pennsylvania 
there are very few reports as yet. 

Who is doing the buying? 

Hee is the question .asked on all sides 
here, ; 

. Most of the leading merchants here deny 
all participation in the movement. But 
some one is doing it, and by this means 
shows a degree of confidence in the future 
that is remarkable. All that can be done 
with the wool so bought is to store it, for 
the market at present is so constituted that 
a loss would be sustained by selling.

Bill to Prevent Gaming Ordered to a 
Third Reading, 70 to 19. 

When the Senate bill for the further pre- 

vention. of gaming was reached Mr. Towle 

of Boston moved to strike out certain sec- 


tions of the bill which provide, among 
other things, that no plea of misnomer 
shall be received, to a complaint or indict- 
ment, and that the courts shall take juris- 
diction of the general methods and charac- 
ter of lotteries, the game of policy, ete. 
Mr. Towle contended that the bill should 
give to persons violating its provisions the 
same rights when on trial that are given 
to others tried on criminal charges, 

Mr. Myers of Cambridge said the bill was 
drawn for the Police Commission of the 
city of Boston by advice of its Chairman, 
Gen. Martin, and is the work of ex-Attor- 
ney General Pillsbury. The section to pre- 
vent the plea of misnomer was _ inserted 
because it was represented to the eom- 
mittee that persons arrested escaped pun- 
ishment by giving wrong names when ar- 
rested and pleading misnomer to the com- 
plaint or indictment. The section providing 
for the taking by the courts of judicial 
notice of the methods of the game of policy 
is simply to make it unnecessary to tell 
over and over again a story which. is 
known to every’.one in the court room. 
One object of the bill is to take from the 
criminal lawyer the opportunity to get 
his client out of court on a technical point 
which does not go to the merits of the case. 

Mr. Krebs of Boston favored the bill and 
opposed the amendments.

Bureau Buli Offered in Senate. 
When the bill placing children in the care 
of the State under the custody of the Trus- 
tees of the Lyman and industrial schools 
and abolishing the State Primary School at 


Monson came back from the House with 
numerous amendments, the Senate refused. 
to concur in them. ‘the amendments in- 
creased the power of the Trustees of the 
Lyman School.

Gen. Martin Says No—The Case

There were many startling developments 
in the Page-Manning trial Thursday. The 
prosecution abruptly announced that it 
rested its case the moment Court convened.

There would be something ludicrous if it 
were not so reckless and untruthful in the 
frantic attempts which a few of the more 
} headlong free trade newspapers are making 
“} to claim as fruits of “tariff reform’’ the 
increases in wages which haye followed in 
the track of the Republican tidal wave of 
Jast November. But in so far as these are 
serious perversions of the facts, they de- 


serve to be pretty sharply and sum- 
marily co:rected, and this correction 
is administered in effective form by 
the alert and indefatigable Secretary 


of the Home Market Club in -a_ letter 
to a local’ Democratic contemporary which 
had lent its columns to the furthering of 
such delusions. ; 

Col. Clarke in opening reminds his adver- 
sary of the ‘significant truth that such an 
advance in wages as there has been ‘‘is only 
a@ partial recovery from the fall which 
wages sustained almost immediately after 
the tariff reform party came into power in 
all branches of the Government.’’ And he 
continues: 


“According to the information gathered 
by the non-partisan commercial agencies 
and from all other trustworthy sources, 
the restoration averages but a little more 
than one-half the reduction that had been 
made. In the textile industries, the returns 
from 481 establishments made last month 
show that 185 had-not reduced at all, though 
most of the owners reported that they 
ought to have done so, 16 reduced and have 
since fully, restored, 28 reduced and have 
restored about one-half, and 252 reduced and 
have not restored, and most of the owners 
say they cannot afford to, in the face of 
increasing foreign competition and the 
growing undervaluation frauds that are in- 
vited by the present ad valorem tariff,” 

To the wild Democratic assertion that 
“during the whole McKinley period wages 
were declining in all industries,’ Col. Clarke 
replies: 

“Returns to the Labor Bureau of the State 
of New York, comparing the year ended 
Aug. 31, 1891 (about 10 months of it under 
the McKinley tariff), with the last year pre- 
ceding it, showed that in 6000 of the leading 
industrial establishments of that State there 
was during that year a net increase in 
wages of $6,377,925, divided among $9,717 in- 
dividuals. Of all the industries which made 
returns, 75 per cent. showed increases of 
wages. The average increase in yearly 
earnings in the 51 trades covered was $43 96 
for each individual. The gains in all the 
other States having bureaus of statistics 
were on about the same scale, and in 1892, 
the first and only full year of the normal 
operation of the McKinley tariff, the gain 
was more marked. Most of the large New 
England cotton mills voluntarily increased 
wages on an average about 7 per cent.”

than now prevail if this were done. The 
system at present is topsy-turvy, but it is 
not hopeless by any means. Our juries are

COOCD BOTTOM STRUCK, 


Everybody at the Subway Is Happy Now 
and the Work Hs Bowling Ateng. 

Everyone at the subway was in the best 
of spirits yesterday afternoon, for, in spite 
of all fears to the contrary, the engineers 
have at last struck an excellent bottom.

Results, If Court Decide 


Admiral Meade Will Probably Be 
Sharply Reprimanded Only. 


(Special Dispatch to\ the Boston Journal.) 

Washington, May 16.—If the United States 
Supreme Court on Monday decide the In- 
come Tax law to be unconstitutional, as it 
is claimed in well-informed quarters will 
be the fact, some interesting questions 
will arise. The Government is not, of 
course, entitled to retain the taxes which 
may have been paid for income by those 
persons who aspire to promptness, and 
who were not willing to postpone payment 
until near the expiration of the legal date 
of payment, July 1.. The Treasury Depart- 
ment cannot, of its own motion, refund the 
amount received. There is no provision in 
the law for doing this, nor is it belleved 
that there is any provision in any general 
law which would authorize such a refund- 
ing. Those who have already paid the in- 
come tax would, undoubtedly, be compelled 
for a time to remain the victims of their 
own zeal.’ The money undoubtedly can- 
not be refunded except by an appropriation 
from Congress. That. is the opinion of 
eminent lawyers. How soon such an appro- 
priation would be made it is impossible to 
say. 

@ther Question . 

There is another problem which will have 
a much wider interest than that which at- 
taches to the payment of the taxes which 
may be declared unconstitutional. The 
question will be raised, what is to become 
of the returns which have been made of the 
incomes, and how can any impecunious or 


corrupt subordinate of the internal reve- 
nue service be punished if he disclose the 
secrets of those returns to unscrupulous 
business rivals or otherwise sive them pub= 
licity? Uuder what law could such dis- 
closures be punished? The penalty. provided 
for making public the returns, or giving 
any information regarding them, is severe 
and explicit in the law itself. But if that 
law be declared unconstitutional, how can 
revenue officers who violate it be punished? 
Would the courts hold that they were 
amenable to a law that had been declared 
unconstitutional and void? 

Another question which will be raised is 
where will these returns, which involve the 
secrets of the business of the entire country, 
be permanently lodged in the event that the 
law be declared unconstitutional and inop- 
erative? Will they remain unused in pigeon 
holes, subject to the inspection of the idle, 
the curious, aa Sexes the corrupt, or will 
they be returned to those who made them, 
and what provision can be made for their 
return? Or what provision will. the Govy- 
ernment make for preserving inviolate these 
secrets which are so important to those who

episcopate. This fund, which stands on the 
books of the Treasurer of the Board of

Trustees at over $50,090, is said to be mainly, 
if not entirely. invested in Western securi- 
ties, which yield little or no income. It is 
further stated that the salary of the Bishop 
for several quarters has been personally 
advanced by the Treasurer, John L. Far- 


well of Claremont. There is some anxiety 
onthe part of the officers of the diocese 
lest a portion of the principal has been 
lost. At any rate the question of calling a 
special convention of the diocese is already 
under consideration. 

This financial condition is said to have 
been brought about by the hard times, and 
all interested’ are much concerned regard- 
ing what the outcome will be. Bishop Niles 
is expected home from Paris in about two 
weeks, and matters will be practically held 
in abeyance until his return. The diocese 
has entire confidence in the integrity of the 
Board of Trustees, of which Mr. Farwell 
is a member, but the impression among the 
Episcopalians here is that the episcopate 
fund has suffered a serious lass. 

The last annua!) report of the diocese did 
not contain the usual report of the Trustees, 
although the Secretary of the convention 
waited a long time for it, which should 
have been included in the publication. The 
Journal reporter was informed this even- 
ing that the Trustees’ report has not yet 
made its appearance, although it is about 
six months overdue. It is understood, how- 
ever, that Mr. Farwell is preparing a state- 
ment of the condition of the fund. ; 

The late George Olcott of Charlestown 
was a’ member of the Board of Trustees, 
but it isnot believed that his death in any 
way complicated matters. For years the 
fund yielded an annual income of 10 per 
cent., afterward it dropped to 8, and from 
time to time it was still further reduced. 
It is only just to Mr. Farwell to state 
that he gave in various ways to the fund 
some. $10,000, more than any other person. 
In quite a number of instances where 
parishes and missions were unable to raise 
their full quota for the fund, Mr. Far- 
well personally assisted them to one-halt 
the amount. 

Some of thesechurches are now able to, and 
probably will make up the deficit which Mr 
Farwell advanced. It is understood tha 
there was a conference in Concord today 
of several officials of the diocese, and tha 
the question of calling a special conven 
tion was discussed, with- the resulting 
opinion that it would be best not to take 
definite action until Bishop Niles returns.
